The Speedy Craft Are Used to Col- 


lect and Land Catch of 


Fishers, 


Automobile fishing boats are plying 


the brine off Great Britain. Competi- 
tion among the fishermen on the east 
coast of England and Scotland has 
resulted in a motor fishing boat of 80 
tons displacement, 75 feet long, 22 feet 
wide, and fitted with a gasoline en- 
gine of 24 horsepower running at 300 
revolutions per minute. The engine, 
which is used only when winds are 
adverse, or lacking, can give the craft 
a spe.-d of five miles per hour. It does 
not interfere with either the storage 
of fish cv the manipulation of sails, 
and replaces in its weight merely the 
extent that 
the 
ballast 
previously 


carried.

ket as soon as do the present fleet of

sum of only $3.000 to the state, on 
the ground that as the claim was not 
made until 1903, the state could not 
demand any interest and therefore 
was entitled to only such sum as the 
land was worth at the time it

shire delegation nor to counsel hav- 
ing the matter in charge and the bill 
was allowed to die on the calendar 
with the hope that later on more sat- 
isfactory terms might be made.

from criminal prosecution under the 
indictment. 
While 
the 
individuals 


are to go free, the indictments found 
against the corporations, 
of which 


some of the 
Indicted packers are 


•members and others employes, are to 
stand. 


A decision to this effect was hand- 


ed down on Wednesday 
by Judge 


Otis J. 
Humphrey in the United 


States district 
court. 
Judge Hum- 


phrey reviewed the case at length 
and concluded as follows: 


"Under the law in this case 
the 


immunity pleas filed by the defend- 
ants will be sustained as to the indi- 
viduals and denied to 
the 
corpora- 


tions, and the jury will find in favor 
of the government as far as the cor- 
porations are concerned and against 
the government as far as the individ- 
uals are concerned." 


During the rendition of the decis- 


ion the court was crowded by defend- 
ants and numerous spectators. When 
the judge announced that the ver- 
dicts -would not lie against them the 
defendants crowded together and be- 
gan to shake hands. 


The jurors, who had been excluded 


troni the court room during the argu- 
ments made in the case, returned' a 
verdict in accordance with the direct- 
ions of the court 


Part of Judge Humphrey's decision 


follows: 


"The defendants are indicted under 


the Sherman 
act, charged with 
a 


conspiracy in 
restraint 
of trade. 


They have pleaded that as to them 
that act should be suspended because 
they were compelled to furnish evi- 
dence concerning the matter 
in the 


indictment, and under the law such 
furnishing of evidence gives them im- 
munity. 
The law under 
considera- 


tion, for the construction 
of which 


the court is called upon to decide, is 
the commerce and labor act. 


"The act is a substitute for one of 


the most cherished rights of the Am- 
erican citizen, wliich is the right to 
remain silent when questioned about 
any subject the 
answer to 
•» hich 


might incriminate him. 
' It is contenfled that the defendants 
in this caso ,\eie volunteers because 
t! o} haggled \Mtj Garfield at times, 
dc'j~icd, resisted, gave less than h.e 
askcJ «:id 
v,it'.-.lield 
some 
things.

"Now, 
since the defendants volun- 


teered nothing but gave only what 
was demanded by an officer nho had 
the right to make the demand, and 
gave in good faith undei a sense of 
legal compulsion, I am of the opinion 
that they weie entitled to immunity."
